At Least Five Lives Lost and About 


Fifteen Wounded on This Side of 


the Line— Mexican Town in Flames 


and Bears the Appearance of H av­ 


ing Been 
Struck by a 
Hurricane. 


Dead and Wounded May Reach Two 


Hundred. 


E l Paso, Tex.. May IO — W h at was 
perhaps ihe fiercest battle of the Mex- 
lean revolution was fought at Juarez, 


across the Rio Grande, but without 


result. 
Doth federals and insurrectos are 
resting on their arms, ready to re­ 


sume the battle. 
At least five people have been killed 
on the American s i d e of the line since 
the skirm ishing began and about fif­ 
teen have been wounded, while the 
loss on the battlefield is estimated at 
from thirty-to sixty dead on both sides 


and about seventy-five to one hundred 
wounded. 
Fifteen insurrect© wounded already 
have been brought to the Am erican 
side, but more are believed to be ly 
ing far within the town. 
General Na­ 
varro agreed to stop the firing while 
the insurrect© wounded 
were being 
remove d. 
The federals have adequate medical 
facilities 
and 
are caring 
for 
their 
wounded within the town. 
All day the b a t t l e raged, the insur- 
rectos swarming through the stre. ta 
of Juarez and meeting tho heavy fire 
of the federals with an equally vigor 
ous volley of musketry. 
The rebels 
claim the town and. while it is true 
they control more territory than do 
the federals, the jK/sition of the gov­ 
ernment forces is ,-o well fortified t ll a t 
it is nearly impregnable 


Rebel Forces Scattered. 


The strength of the federal position 
is largely due to the fact that the 
r e b e l s are scattered. 
lf the rebels 
were lined up in battle formation they 
probably 
could 
storm 
the 
federal 
strongholds, which apparently consist 
of 
just 
six 
places 
the 
barracks, 
church, th* atef, schoolhouse, a hotel 
and the custom house. 
Hut 
the 
insurrectos 
suspect— and 
not withou* some degree of certainty 
— that a detachment of nearly 300 fed 
erals with a machine gun is concealed 
somewhere in town and they are hesi­ 
tating to move in close formation for 
fear of a rear or flank attack. 
The rebels have forced the lighting 
in the face of the deadly fire of the 
federal machine guns. 
They dared 
not gather in too great numbers for 
an attack on the federals, because the 
artillerym en of General Navarro many 
times demonstrated th*' accuracy of 
their range when (hey shelled adobe 
houses behind which insurrectos had 
sought protection a half mile from 
Juarez. 
Juarez looks as if a hurricane had 
struck it. 
W ires hang from jagged 
telegraph poles and the streets ar* 
filled with plaster, adobe debris, win­ 
dow glass and splinters. 
Signs and 
awnings 
are 
punctured with 
holes. 
Many a brick building has a hole in it 
and not a few adobe houses are roof­ 
less. 
The terror stricken residents were 
under cover all day and many were 
injured by the hail of bullets. 
The entire town seems to be ablaze. 
The Mexican Northwestern freight de­ 
pot, the Mexican Central passenger 
depot and the city m arket place are 
burning.

United Slates troops in E l Paso, they 
received bulletins at short intervals 
telling of the fight that is endangering 
United Stat* s citizens on this side of 
the boundary. 
Senator Stone of Missouri in an im­ 
passioned speech urged intervention! 
in Mexico and declared that Am eri-1 
cans were befog “ murd* red.” 
Repre­ 
sentative Sulzer of New York, chair­ 
man of the house committee on for­ 
eign affairs, gave out an interview 
reiterating 
his 
conviction 
that 
the 
United States must not, intervene. 
The cabinet, in its regular session, 
discussed Mexico at some length, but j 
decided to keep on ‘‘standing pat.” On 
the objection of Secretary of Agricul­ 
ture W ilson it was decided not toper-1 
mit United States owned cattle now 
in Mexico to be brought across the 
Rio Grande. 
Despite all the unfavorable intelli- I 
genre that came to the ears of Presi­ 
dent Taft he still was inclined to hope 
for peace.

Wounded by the outlaw, but managed 
to land his quarry.

TO BE MET BY LOAN FROM STATE 


Efforts Being Made by County to 
Take up all Six Per Cent Bonds 
as they Mature 


$289,,107.05 represents the bonded 
indebtedness of ( row Wing county, 
an amount so large that no reader of 
the Dispatch will hardly live to see the 
day when every cent of it is paid up. 
The Brainerd AL- Northern Minneso­ 
tt) railway company bonds were is­ 
sued in September I, 1892 and bear 
six per cent interest, which the coun­ 
ty has paid annually and on which in­ 
terest charges now amount to $120,- 
000. 
These bonds mature in 1912 
and the county is negotiating with 
the stat** for a loan to pay them up 
and to pay four per cent interest for 
the loan. 
An effort is being made 
by 
the 
county commissioners to pay up all 
bonds bearing six per cent interest 
and have them all bear th** uniform 
rate of four per cent. 
It was only 
three years ago th at the county made 
any effort to pay up bonds, seeming 
to be content to watch the indebted­ 
ness pile up mountain high previous 
to that time.

Th* conversation had turned to dia­ 
monds during the midday luncheon, 
and the expert had been holding forth 
on his favorite subject

group of S t Louisans were interested 
still more when the speaker drew a 
big solitaire from his finger and beck­ 
oned a waiter across the cafe. 
“Bring me a glass of w ater and an 
Indelible pencil." said he when the 
servitor came over to the table. 
“This is a trick that is essentially 
crooked," said the jewel fancier, "and 
will get by nine times out of ten even 
when the examiner is an expert at 
Judging precious stones and detecting 
trickery.

Its brilliancy was dimmed 
by the hazy, bluish w ater until It look­ 
ed like a dead stone. 
“Now, you noted,” said the demon 
strntor, “th a t the diamond I placed in 
there was a bit yellow. 
It will be a 
clear bluish white when it comes out 
of its bath.” 
At the end o f a minute the stone was 
taken out. 
The top of the gem was 
dried with a soft handkerchief and 
then tile ring was waved to and fro 
for a few moments. 
It was held tip 
for inspection. 
Not a gleam of yellow 
was to be seen. 
The stone was ap ­ 
parently a magnificent blue white gem 
that any one would be proud to own 
and loathe to pledge. 
“It is the blue pigment deposited on 
tho back of tile stone that has made 
the difference," said the Jewel expert. 
"The deposit is so filmy that a strong 
glass cannot detect It.

In W o rk and In T im es of Danger. 


It la surprising to learn how many 
uses there are for divers. 
The navy, 
of course, employs many to set sub­ 
marine mines and torpedoes and to a t­ 
tend to investigations of the condition 
of ships’ bottoms. 
Bridge construction 
companies use them, as do those who 
build dams, 
waterworks and reser­ 
voirs. 
Waterworks In large cities keep 
a 
diver 
on 
their 
staff 
constantly. 
Wrecking companies need their serv­ 
ices. nnd the profession of underriver 
tunneling makes many demands on the 
time nnd skill of the man In armor. 
Since Smeaton in 1779 designed a 
pump to supply nir to the diving hell 
little real improvement in the art has 
been made, save in detail of helmet 
nnd clothes, until the invention of the 
telephone. 
The greatest advance ever 
made in tile art, divers will tell you. Is 
the combination of the telephone with 
the diving suit. 
Before Its advent div­ 
ers hnd to depend entirely upon pulls 
on the life line for communication 
with the surface and upon signs to 
each other when under water if two 
wished to communicate 
Today the 
modern diving helmet Is equipped with 
a telephone, and the diver can not only 
hear what is said to him from the su r­ 
face. advise those in charge of his 
pump as to whether the air Is "com­ 
ing right’’ or not. but he can communi­ 
cate to a brother diver and hear the 
Instructions sent to him from the sur­ 
face. all of which facilities are of great 
assistance In the work. 
At first thought it may not seem so 
difficult a thing, this going down under 
w ater and breathing nir sent in from 
a pump by a tube. 
But the physical 
drawbacks to the work are enormous. 
For every ten feet a diver descends he 
sustains an additional pressure of four 
nnd a half pounds over every square 
inch of bls body. 
W hat this means 
may be better understood when con­ 
sidering the greatest depth ever made 
by a diver—204 feet 
His body at that 
depth sustained a pressure of eighty- 
eight nnd a half pounds to the square 
inch over nnd above the fifteen pounds 
always sustained when in the air. 
Divers must descend very slowly, 
swallowing as they go; otherwise they 
may bleed at the nose nnd ears nnd 
even lose consciousness. 
And they 
m ust ascend even more slowly than 
they descend, particularly when com­ 
ing from great depths; otherwise they 
may literally burst from internal air 
pressure. 
At the least, too sudden a 
rise may cause an attack of that ter­ 
rible disease known to tunnel workers 
called caisson disease, or the bends, in 
which air gets into the tissues under 
pressure ami causes the mosi extreme 
torture. 
The diver, getting ready to descend, 
clothes himself in very heavy under­ 
wear of guernsey or flannel, the draw ­ 
ers well secured to prevent slipping, 
and adds a pair of heavy woolen socks 
If the w ater he cold two such suits 
may be worn, 
lf the depth to be ne­ 
gotiated is great cotton soaked with 
oil is put in the ears or a heavy woolen 
cap pulled down over them. 
Shoulder 
pads, if worn to take the weight off 
the helmet, are next tied on. after 
which 
the diver wriggles into 
his 
heavy suit of rubber aud canvas. Next 
come the Inner collar and the breast­ 
plate, which are secured with clamps 
to the rubber dress, the utmost care 
being taken in this operation not to 
tear or pinch the rubber. 
Finally the 
shoes are fitted on and the rubber 
gloves clamped to rings in the sleeves. 
The helmet Is the last to go on. and 
never before the valves aud telephone 
have been tested. 
The attendants start 
to pump as the helmet Is clamped 
home. The helmet is attached to the 
pump with a rubber tube, which Is 
canvas and wire protected. 
No diver 
descends, after the helmet is put on. 
until he has tested the outfit and found 
that his air supply Is sufficient and 
the pump working properly. 
He Is supplied with a life line, with 
which he cnn signal should his tele­ 
phone get out of order nnd by which 
he may be drawn to the surface should 
he become helpless for any reason. He 
must take great care when walking 
about on the bottom not to foul his 
life line or his air tube and for this 
reason must always retrace his steps 
exactly to his starting point lf he has 
gone Into a wreck or about any ob­ 
structions. 
For the same reason two 
divers working together must be care­ 
ful not to cross each other’s path. 
Sometimes the life line may become 
so entangled in wreckage that it must 
be cut. and then there is danger of the 
diver not finding hi- way hack to his 
boat or float, especially lf the bottom 
is muddy and fouls the “seeing.” But 
the greatest danger of all, of course, is 
that the tube be cut or the diver faint. 
In 
either case 
he 
Is in 
desperate 
straits. 
If the man handling the life 
line “feels” anything wrong he will 
haul the diver up willy nllly and re­ 
gardless of the severe bleeding at nose 
aud ears which will result from too 
rapid a rise to the surface. But lf the 
diver be inside a wreck or lf his life 
line gets tangled in wreckage such 
hauling would do no good. It Is in sit­ 
uations like these that the slender con­ 
necting link of telephone wire means 
so much to the men who risk their 
lives far beneath the surface of the 
water —Scientific American.
